Several  years  ago  I  had  a  problem  in  relation  to  the  AGARIG  r^rnily  which 
required  intensive  search. 

During  my  inquiry  I  preserved  my  notes  and  memoranda  wGj:  ihe  intention 
and  hope  of  completing  a  compilation  on  the  "AGARD  FAMILY  IX  AI’^IERICA” 
should  time  and  conditions  permit. 

Other  matters  diverted  my  attention,  and  the  coming  on  ot  thir  '^'ar,  has  ren¬ 
dered  individual  search  utterly  impossible.  I  have  therefor  though:  n  best  to  gather 
to-gether  all  the  material  at  hand,  covering  the  earlier  generations  an*i  place  it  in  as 
many  Libraries,  Institutions  and  Associations  as  possible,  for  t.he  becier.t  of  any  and 
all  persons  who  may  undertake  a  search  in  the  AGARD  line. 


I  regret  my  inability  to  complete  the  work,  for  I  have  found  much  pleasure,  both 
in  the  research  and  in  the  meeting  of  members  of  the  group  as  cceasion  required 
my  visits. 

I  believe  my  annotations  will  be  found  correct  in  detail,  and  mv  index  suffi¬ 
ciently  complete.  The  system  of  numbering  w'hich  I  have  used  is  bu:  temporary,  and 
was  intended  for  my  own  use.  Further  search  will  undoubtedly  turn  up  other  persons 
not  heretofore  located  by  me  and  require  an  adjustment  or  charige  in  numbering. 
That  which  is  submitted  is  for  convenience  only.  I  have  used  the  NewTerry  Library 
of  Ch  icago  call  numbers  for  authorities  thruout,  but  my  sources  are  aisc'  otherv/ise 
sufficiently  clear  for  reference  in  other  institutions. 


From  time  to  time,  inquiries  have  been  made  of  me  relative  to  the  spelling  of 
the  Name.  There  are  no  variations  in  the  name,  and  there  is  no  relation  to  other 
names  such  as  AGAR,  or  the  Scandinavian  AGAARD.  The  only  mis-speiling  I 
have  been  able  to  nnd  is  in  the  1790  Census  Report  for  Dutchess  Courxty,  New  York, 
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'ESTHER  or  JOHN  AND  ESTHER  AGARD  b.  7-16.’  As  these  names  ace  the  same  as 
those  of  the  widow  whom  Samuel  Stores  ri.  two  and  a  half  years  later  and  o:  her  son,  and  as 
they  nowhere  else  occur  in  any  record  of  the  time  that  I  have  seen,  it  seems  probable  that  Mis. 
Esther  Agard  svas  atterward  the  'widow'*  who  became  the  second  wile  of  Samuel  Storrs."* 

"About  16V8  Samuel  Storrs  removed  to  Mansfield,  Conn,  of  which  town  he  and  his  eldest 
sen,  Samuel,  were  among  the  proprietors.  He  d.  there  4-30-1719  in  the  seventy-ninth  yea-  of 
his  age,  and  was  buried  in  the  old  burial-ground  of  the  South  Parish.  This  burial  place  was  ia;d 
out  in  1696  in  what  was  then  called  the  'Pondc-Place.’  It  is  the  oldest  burial  ground  in  Tolland 
County.” 

"1879 — CHARLES  STORRS,  erected  monument  over  grave  of  deceased  anccstcis.  The 
inscription  states  interalia  'Esther  Egard  m.  12-14-1685,  d.  4-13-1730  in  the  89th  year  of  her  age.*

While  it  is  doubtful  as  to  whether  or  not  the  ancestor,  JOHN  AGARD,  ever  sec  foot  upon 
American  soil,  it  is  positive  that  the  last  resting  place  of  the  mother  of  all  Agards  in  this  country 
is  definitely  marked  and  well  known. 

*  In  Lawrence  Leach  Descendants  by  F.  Phelps  Leach,  Vol.  1,  p.  11,  will  be  found  the  follow¬ 
ing  significant  language: 

"His  great  grandiather,  a  Welshmian  died  on  the  ocean  on  his  way  to  America.” 

No  authority  is  give.n  for  this  statement  but  if  true,  discloses  the  reason  for  no  record  of  the 
emigrant,  JOHN  AGARD  or  EGAJ^D  in  Barnstable  or  Boston.  However,  there  is  authority 
elsewhere  for  Scotch  Ancestry.  See  Fillcw’  Family  suprt. 

An  obvious  error  occurs  in  the  report  of  the  Record  Commissioners  above  mentioned  for  it 
states  that  Esther  ot  John  and  Esther  Agard  w'as  b.  in  1683.  If  the  other  authorities  arc  correct, 
it  should  read  John  of  John  and  Esther  Agard  was  born.  Storrs  assumed  it  to  read  John  rather 
than  Esther,  Newberry  8441.11  V.  9.

In  Orcutt  Hist,  of  Torrington  F  846484.6,  p.  638,  it  is  stared,  JANIES  AGARD,  lived  in 
Litchfield,  probably  not  far  from  the  Torrington  line,  as  his  children  were  baptised  in  Torring¬ 
ton,  there  being  a  settled  minister  at  Litchfield  at  chat  time.  Recites  further  names  of  some  of 
the  children  and  to  whom  they  marri  ed  viz.,  Abigail  m.  Joshua  Parsons  of  Farmington  4-29-1762;

Joseph  Agard  who  came  in  th.-^t 
year  from  Litchfield  Conn,  where  he  was  born  August  17,  1746;  in  com.pany  with  .Major 
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EpapKras  Sheldon  from  the  same  place  the  latter  of  whom  had  prospected  the  locality  and 

induced  Agard  to  accompany  him  in  its  settlement.  Major  Sheldon  had  tormerly  been  a  man 

of  propetty  and  Agard  had  worked  for  him  as  a  day  laborer  i.n  Connecctcur.  They  were  the 
first  permanent  white  settlers  in  the  town.  Both  brought  their  tamilics  which  consisted  sons

They  split 
boards  out  of  trees,  and  soon  improved  the  habitation.  These  families  contended  against  hard¬ 
ships  in  severe  winter  with  snosv  seven  feet  deep,  without  neighbors  till  the  spring  birds  struck 
their  melody.

Joseph  Agard,  soon  built  a  frame  house,  which  in  1880  still  stood  in  front  of  Robert  Flerrick’s 
residence  in  the  village.  Agard  d.  Aug.  25,  1836.  Joseph  and  Aaron  Agard,  are  named 
in  the  records  of  the  Town  Meeting  this  year  (1781).  They,  or  one  of  them,  lived  in  the 
house  of  Noble  J.  Everitr,  half  a  mile  or  so  from  the  center.
